I have tlio honor to submit niy fourth 
annual report in my capacity as chief en- 
cgip^er relative to the status and efficiency 
;'of the Victorio volunteer firo department. 

INCIIEASED BDILDINQ AltEA. 

Since I last had the honor to report to 
yoa the city has largely increased in pop- 
ulation and extended in its area of sub- 
stantial structures. Heiico in thu nujir 
future, if not iit tlio presuiit inonient, ad- 
ditional apparatus for the use of the de- 
partmont^and for the better security 
BKaitist loss of life and property will be 
necessary, 

THE I'U.Ml'IKlt SEUVIl'K. 

:^ .1 beg to suggest that in order to suc- 
e^isfally fight fires which may occur in 

■t liifty. buildings, atid for the preservation 
of life therein, the "Pompior survico" be 
introduced as a branch of the iipparatus of 
the hook and ladder company, inoinbora 
of that company being specially detailed 
for the operation of the service. In order 
that your honorable body may undur- 
■tand the nature and value of the appar- 
atus I beg to state that its foundation 
"was laid at St. Louis in 1877 by Mr. 0. 
Hoell. It consists of self conductiblo 

_ ladders, i. e., ladders which may be at- 
ttiohed to'tbe belt of the firemen and by 
him sunk over the sill of an open wiiiduw. 
Olimbing up the rounds of the ladder, 
. .which.pass horizontally through the tree, 
the fireman is enabled tu reach the first 
sill and from that to ^ain the next and so 
on until tha extremo altitude of ihe build- 
ing is surmounted. In order that your 
honorable body may mure thoroughly 
comprehend the chiiructer of the Pompier 
service, I hcg to oiicloso horcuiih a copy 

' of "The Fireman," a newspiipur puliliahed 
in England, and containing an exhaustive 

. account of the apparatus. , 

HYDKANTS AKD CISTERNS. 
Again, takint; into consideration the in- 
creased area of the city and its buildings, 
involving the investnieiit of a largb amount 
of capital, I would suggest thai the num- 
ber of hydrants be increased, their locu- 
tions extendiof,' to tlu' lu'ourb.-i not already 
' jjecijred aijain.t'. lire. At, ppL'sunt tlio do 
psrtment has 52 (fifiy-lwo) hydrautu .iitu- 
■ate centrally and covering a very consid- 
•- prable area; but more are lecessary. I 
}}pre\yifh enploao priiitoil guide to exiat- 
iqg lopatiops. Duv'inu' the past year, or 
'-'"itertn, new hydrants have replaced those 
'"^propted at the Victoria brmvory and at 
Messrs. Muirhead it Maiiii'a eiisli fuctory. 

The department hua eleven (11) cis- 
terns of poud capacity - and centrally 
oituate within the several wards; and the 
I' supply of , water from them is reliable, 
«zcept,in the.ovent of a break in the city 
wat^r^nyorks mains,

DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 

The Union hook and ladder company's 
house, No. 1, is a two-story frame build- 
ing situate on Government street, between 
Fort and Broughton. Should tho appara- 
tus of this company be increased by tho 
■'Foinpior-Servico," as I have recommend- 
ed, and by the utility of a new fire escape 
to arrive shortly from England, tho capa- 
city of the building will bo inadequate to 
the company's roquiromonts, and 1 should 
recommend that better and more substan- 
tial accommodation bo aflbrded. Tho fire 
escape to which I refer was ordered from 
Messrs.. Rose &. Oo., of Manchester, Eng. , 
and I am advised that it has been shipped 
and may be expected to arrive at the lat- 
ter part of this year. Its first oost as per 
invoice was £80. 

THE "DELUaE" ENCINK UO. NO. 1. 

Occupy a two-story brick building situa- 
tes on Yates street, between Broad and 
Douglas 'streets. Tho structure is one of 
the . most substantial in the city and its 
architectural propurtiuus are an adorn- 
ment to tho ward. 

THE "tIOER" engine CO. NO. 'J. 

Occupy a two-story briek building which 
is part of the city iiall on Pandora street . 
Tho building is divided, tho apartments 
on the upper floor being respectively used 
for the meetings of the board of delegates 
and those of tHe company itself. 

THE JAME.S BAY ENGINE HOUSE. 

Is a oiio-story frame building situated on 
Kingston street, and so far answers uU 
requirensents fur the koatity and the com- 
pany. ■ - 

ALARM BELt-S, 

The system of alarms is generally per- 
fect, a hoavy bell swinging in each tower 
of the engine houses, and denoting the 
locality of a fire by striking the ward, the 
number of which-is known and made pub- 
lic on printed diagrams, Tlie bell of the 
Tiger Engine No, 2, is struck by electric 
apparatus from the central telephone 
oflioe, and telephonic communication ex- 
ists between the Tiger and tho other 
houses, except James Bay. I would re- 
commend that telephonic service be ex- 
tended to the James Bay engine house 
without delay. 

-The department has in its possession, 
for the use of pipe and ladder men, 18 
rubber ooats and 18 pairs of rubber boot's. 

A NEW STEAM ENGINE. 

Whilst alluding to the extent and con- 
dition of the apparatus of the Sre depart- 
ment of this I city would suggest that they 
be increased and valuably supplemented 
by the purchase of a Marry weather steam 
engine of greater capacity than that now 
used by the Delude Engine Co., and in 
connection with tho purchase I would 
combine that<jf 1,000 feet of rubberhose, 
with inatantaneoua couplings,- manufactur- 
ed by iVIessrs. lloso A Co., of Manchester, 
Eng. These couplings could, and in my 
opinion, sliiiuld be generally adapted to 
tho hoso uf the dopartniont.

■your honorable body have amongst 
yotir civic bylt^wa one for the prevention 
of the large storage of inflammables and 
coinbustihlea within certain limits of the 
city J bog to request that tho provisions 
of this bylaw be enforced in their entirety 
or thiit more stringent moaaurea may be 
taken to prevent the possibility of in- 
condiariam and to preserve the property 
of taxpayers. The comparative immunity 
from fire within the city limits is not 
necessarily a precursor. 1 beg herewith 
to append a list of the firea that have oc- 
curred during the past year, sjving thf ir 
locations, as well as false alarms, and tho 
extent of insurance on buildings burned, 
the origin of fire, etc.

"M. do Giera's loud aiul rejioatod pro- 
mises of peace, before the .Afuhiui (jiics- 
tion is settled, ciumot be considered iii- 
aignificttiit when wo remember iiow ro- 
Borvod Kusaian diplomatisfa coiniiionly 
are. It looks as if M. do Gier.°. very mucli 
wished the world to believe that if any 
new dilBculties arise they will not be of 
Russia's making."

Giers must havo been told at Ivromaior 
that if he wished for peace ho nuiat prove 
it, not by mato words, but by auttlin.:,' all 
the little frontier dithculties that still re- 
main behind the Zultjkar question.

A 
meeting of its leading liberals )ias been 
held at the house of Senqr Sagasta, whore 
it was resolved that tho occupation of Yap 
by a German gunboat is equivalent to a 
declaration of war, and that if tho liberal 
party were called to power, they would 
withdratv the Spanish minister from Ber- 
lin, and" give his passports to the repre- 
sentative of Germany in Madrid. Tho 
governor of Yap wished' to resist the 
Germans, but the commander of the 
San Quentin refused. For this refusal he 
has been dismissed by telegraph. The 
ijar:dines in a general designation of the 
group of islands of which Yap is the 
second in importance. These islands aro 
oast of the Philippines and south of tho 
Ladroues. 'Ibey received their name from 
Lazeaiio, who diacovered thom in lOSO, 
and called them the Carolines in honor of 
Carlos II.

He was ',)uta youth when, at the close of 
tho Smiderbound war, he took part in tho 
insurrection there, and got oast into pri- 
son for his pains. Escaping into France, 
ho, after

found his way to Italy, and joined the 
Poiititicial army, with which ho remained 
until the capture of Rome put an end to 
tho temporal power. The Italian tioops 
did Hot encounter a more daring soldier 
than Castella. In 1870, ho oflered hia 
gword to the French govorninent of nat- 
ional defence, and played a gallant part 
as a commander in the unfortunate army 
of the eaat, under Bourbake. He escaped 
into Switzerland with the relics of Bour- 
hake's force and remained once more a 
prisoner in hia native country until tho 
close of tho war. Thereafter, Castella 
joined Don Carlos in Spain, and fought 
under his standard until the insurrection- 
ary was dispersed. The following deaths 
have aluo ta he noted; M. Godard, tho 
famed aeronaut who rendered immense 
service to the French during the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870; Sir Charles Whot- 
hiini, one (jf the aldermen, and lord 
mayor of London during 1878-9; Colonel 
William Valland, C. B , F. R S ; Mr. 
Francis W. Rowsell. C.B , G.M.G , who 
held, the ofSpe of English commissioner 
for the domains in Egypt. He was for- 
merly director of contracts at the admir- 
alty, and Mr. W. A. Guy, M B,, F.R.S., 
F.R.C. P. Mr. Guy held a number of 
appoint nu'i-.fs, among which wero honor- 
ary secretary to tho statistical society in 
IB-lo, and pre.-iideiu in 1873, examiner in 
forensic medicine at the university in 18G2, 
Swiney prizeman, ISOO, and vice-presi- 
dent of the R.iyal Society in 1876 7.

General Description of Jnneaii 
— Prospcctintjr Parties. 



JtJNpAU City, Alaska, Sept. 19th. 
To THE EniToii:— Thinking it might bo 
of interest to your many readers I drop 
youalino from this jdace. Juneau City 
is situated on a bay of the same namo, 
and 1111 a pbiteaii which rises gradually 
from the water and extends back to tho 
foot uf precipitous mountains almost per- 
pendicularly some SfiOO or 4,0L)U feet 
high; opposite is 

DODOLAS ISLAND, 

famous fur its large deposits of gold- 
bearing (luarti".. On one of these ledges 
is situated the largest, or one of the 
largest, (pjarlz mills in the world (120 
stauipa), fully equipped with the latest 
and most improved machinery.. The 
ledge, some GOO feet in widthj lies above 
the nidi, and about 1,000 feet from it a 
shaft from the top to tho level of the 
tramway, not far from tho edge of the 
ledge, receives tho ore which is mined 
frcjm the top of the ledge, and is carried 
on a aubatuiUial tramway to the top or 
fourth story of tho mill, where it is 
crushed and fed to the stamps by ma- 
chinery. This vast mill will crush over 
^50 tons of ore per di:y, and only re- 
([Uire.s th-j attendance of twenty-tivo men 
on each shift. The enterprising projector 
and part-owner of this justly celebrated 
stamp mill, Mr. Traadwell, is at present 
in very poor health. When I visited the 
mill und mines tho other day he informed 
me that the output uf 

IIOI.DKN IIHlClvS HAD STKADILY INCUKASEU 

from tho start in July, and can be safely 
put down at I5;100,000 per month. The 
chloriiiatioii --vi rka aro nut yet in satis- 
factory working order; but as soon aa they 
are the output will be largely increaaod. 
'Ihere ia but little doubt that there will 
be tivo nr more stamp mills erected at 
Liiice on the aaino lodge, as there are 
dovenil other claims on tho same lode 
which are said to bo equally rich and ex- 
tenaive aa the Treadwoll claim. Senator 
Jones and other caapitalists aro here from 
San Francisco inspecting these mines, and 
it ia expected that several other mills will 
shortly bo started. Tho outlook is very 
bright fur Alaska, with its mild climate 
»ud immense gold-bearing quartz veins. 
Thera wore several 

DAKDKNS AND TUUUK rATCIIES 

started around Juneau this year, and 
turiii|>s, beet, lettuce, potatoes and other 

vegutubles, as fine as you would wish to 
see, aro raised in abundance, and myriads 
(thiit'a the only word that will express it) 
of' fish abound in every bay or crgok. The 
timber of thia part of Alaska is rather 
inferior, principally hemlock and spruce, 
but eiibugh for all purposes. To return 
to 

.lUNKAU, 

It has about COO inhabitants. There are 
eight stores of dry goods and groceries, 
two drug stores, threo tin "shops, two 
shoemakers, two tailors, uno blacksmith 
shop and fifteen saloons, or places where 
beer, whisky and other liquors aro sold, 
and one brewery. Tho placer mines have 
boon fairly prosperous this year. There 
are of ttio citizens of Juneau over fifty 
miners who have boon out prospecting, 
most of them upon the tributaries of the 
Yukon, who have not returned yet, but 
aro expected early next month. IMany 
parties have returned from short trips of 
two or three months, and bring in line 
sj)eciinen8 of gold, silver and copper; and 
one party from up the tseasc returned 
lately from a visit to 

A MINE OF MICA, 

on tho coast some ninety miles above here, 
with Bume Qne specimens uf this valuable 
roitioral. There is no doubt whatever 
that Alaska is rich in mineral' resouroes, 

and that ita develojuiienl has now assumed 
a tangible shape. The climate ia very 
nearly like that of tho "inhabited part of 
British Coluinbia. ' It's jhigh northern 
latitude Would indicate a rigorous climalo; 
but the same intluenoes (ocean currents) 
that mitigate the climates of British 
Columbia and other parts of thia north- 
west coast are at work liure, and no other 
precautions in iiouses or clothiiiy are 
necoasary for tho comfort of its citizens.

These certificates 
are iianded to the Department of the 
pEnterior and are its authority to issue 
scrip.

. ' act during Lord Lansdowne's visit to 
Ibe^N'ortbwest 

Ven. Archdeacon Farrar arrived 
.yesterday from Montreal, and lectured 
last evening on Dniito. Sir John Mac- 
donald presided. The Archdeacon left 
last night for Toronto. 

Toronto, Sept. 22. — Robert Hough- 
an, until recently manager of the To- 
ronto business of the Canadian Rubber 
Company, Montreal, has skipped. A 
criminal information was sworn out 
against him for forging the company's 
uama to cheques amounting to O^iOl^O- 

Charles Angus, an old man nearly 
70 years of age, from Scarboro Junc- 
tion, while walking along tbe track in 
the Grand Trunk yards, was run over 
by the express going west this after- 
noon and hiid his legs cut oft'. He was 
taken to the hospital, where hia death 
.is hourly expected. 

Hamilton, Sept. 21. — Joseph Ry- 
mnl, ex P. for South Wentworth, 
has been lying in a very critical state 
for aonie days. 

Ottawa, Sept. 22. — The rumors 
which have been current to the etl'ect 
that serious blunders have been dis- 
covered in the measurement of several 
sections of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, north of Lake Superior were con- 
firmed to-day by the engineers who 
were deputed to remeasure work. Some 
of the contractors have been over paid 
to the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and actions to recover the 
amounts are to be instituted against 
the contractors. 

GUELPU, Sept. 21, — George Rpdd, 
of Guelph township, a prominent 
breeder of Devon cattle, died suddenly 
here to-day of heart disease. 

Hamilton, Sept. 18.— Chief of 
Police Stewart, of Hamilton, who is at 
present absent assisting in the prosecu- 
tion of the Northwest rebels, was rob- 
bed while acting in his official capacity. 
The chief, in company with an escort 
of three men, was convoying a prisoner 
to Regina for triiil, and bad occasion to 
camp one night at Swift Current. On 
rising in the morning he discoverrd 
that their five horses were sjtolen. 

Montreal, Sept. 22. — While out 
shooting on Chanibly Easin yesterday, 
Chas. Thibault, a married man, struck 
the barrel of liis gan to improve the 
priming. The blow discharged the gun 
and the chargod lodged in the neck of 
P. Daregnon, aged eighteen years, in- 
flicting a frightful wound from which 
he bled to death in a few minutes. 

Smallpox is on the increase in tlio 
city and out.skirts. The deaths on Sun- 
day were forty-cne. 

Constable Bcaitie, who was serious- 
ly injured while making an arrest, has 
died from his wounds. Gus Roach, 
whom he charged as his assailant, has 
absconded. 

Thomas Burdette, baloon-keeper, fled 
to the States. He has been living with 
two wives in different jiarts o^che city. 
Tliey were unknown to each other 
until a few days ago, when both took 
out warrants for hia arrest. 

Montreal, Sept. 27. — A meeting 
in behalf, of Loiii.s Riel, was hold this 
afternoon, when a resolution was pass- 
ed asking for subscrijjtion.s to take an 
. appeal to the Supremo Council. Mr. 
_ Pitipatrick, Riel's counsel, said Kiel's 
' insanity plea was of no avail, and in a 
charge of treason no justification was 
admitted, L. 0. David said, to save 
French nationality, and he was the 
best Catholic and the best Canadian 
' who sacrificed uiost for the cause of 
Riel. The Orangemen in Ontario, he 
said, wanted to drive out the ■ French, 
but they would not bo able to do so, 
for while a century ago they^were hue 
six thou8and|8trong, they numbered two 
million to day.
